After  the  Kardiac  Kulan  Karnival  of  1980,  the  1981 
Mules  had  a tough  act  to  follow  if  there  was  to  be  an 
encore.  Unfortunately,  bad  luck  and  injuries  harnessed 
the  team  all  season. 

At  one  time  the  entire  backfield  was  injured,  but  the 
most  devastating  tragedy  was  the  career-ending  injury 
sustained  by  the  Mules’  outstanding  wide  receiver,  Junior 
Ron  DiDio.  After  a spectacular  opening  game  in  which 
DiDio  caught  ten  passes  for  146  yards,  his  career  came  to 
a sudden  halt  when  he  received  a concussion  in  the  game 
against  Gettysburg,  leaving  the  Mules  without  an  exper- 
ienced receiver.  Five  running  backs  received  injuries  dur- 
ing the  season,  hampering  a running  attack,  and  thereby 
placing  even  more  pressure  on  the  shoulders  of  quarter- 
back Gary  Greb. 

It  was  a comeback  year  for  senior  Michael  Hiller  who, 
after  sitting  out  the  1980  season,  paced  the  Mules  with 
23  receptions.  Hiller  also  kicked  off,  sharing  the  place 
kicking  duties  with  Victor  Lea  who  capped  off  an  out- 
standing junior  year  by  kicking  8 field  goals,  including  a 
school  record  52  yarder  at  Johns  Hopkins. 

Several  freshmen  played  significant  roles  but  none 
were  bigger  than  5’5”,  145  lb.  tailback  Michael  Bailey. 
Bailey  scampered  for  476  yards  and  was  the  breakaway 
threat  the  Mules  so  badly  needed.  Together  with  co- 
captain Marcus  Spatidol  and  Mickey  Mottola,  the  three 
provided  a potent  'Berg  backfield. 

A quartet  of  veterans  anchored  the  defense.  Co-cap- 
tain Kyle  Mirth,  the  recipient  of  the  Vin- 
cent P.  Mulvihill  Courageous  Player 
Award,  was  the  defensive  leader  all 
season.  Linebacker  Bob  Ochner  pro- 
vided solid  defense  from  his  spot  at 
middle  linebacker.  Chris  Horton,  who 
displayed  his  brillance  by  registering  63 
tackles  and  4 interceptions,  was  also 
named  to  the  ECAC  Weekly  all-star 
team  selection.  Sophomore  Ray  Ben- 
eke  also  proved  to  be  outstanding  with 
40  tackles  to  his  credit. 

Although  the  1981  season  was  not  all 
one  had  hoped  it  to  be,  the  return  of 
seasoned  veterans  should  supply  head 
coach  Ralph  Kirchenheiter  with  a more 
successful  season  next  year.

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The  Season 


In  Review 


The  1981  Mules  entered  the  new  season  hope- 
ful that  the  experience  and  enthusiasm  gained  at 
key  positions  during  1980,  together  with  un- 
tapped freshman  talent,  would  combine  to  pro- 
duce a powerful,  invincible  squad.  Unfortunately, 
this  was  not  the  case  as  is  evident  by  the  team’s 
3-6  record. 

Ralph  Kirchenheiter  began  his  Muhlenberg 
coaching  career  on  a somewhat  sour  note  as  F & 

M easily  handled  the  Mules,  38-20.  Ron  DiDio's 
10  receptions  could  not  make  up  for  seven  Mule 
turnovers  and  a running  attack  that  netted  only 
23  yards. 

Gettysburg  continued  its  domination  over  the 
Mules  since  the  series  began  in  1907  with  its  30th 
victory  in  45  meetings.  Freshman  Mike  Bailey’s 
107  yards  sparked  the  Mules  to  a 10-7  lead,  but 

that  was  not  enough  as  the  Bullets  put  17  points  Freshman  stand-out  Mike  Flyde  makes  one  of  his  team-leading  74  tackles, 
on  the  board  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

The  Mules  finally  arrived  at  home  only  to  be  met  by  the  eventual 
number  one  ranked  Division  III  football  team.  The  defense,  led  by  Mike 
Hyde’s  12  tackles  and  Kyle  Mirth’s  10  tackles,  played  well,  yet  Widener 
hammered  out  a 17-3  victory  mainly  due  to  the  strength  of  3 Muhlenberg 
first  quarter  turnovers. 

Chris  Horton’s  43  yard  interception  touchdown  return  paced  the 
Mules,  winless  in  their  first  four  games  after  losing  to  Susquehanna  the 
previous  week,  to  a 24-17  victory  over  Lebanon  Valley.  Freshman  sensa- 
tion Mike  Bailey  provided  the  rest  of  the  Mules'  scoring  with  43  and  56 
yard  touchdown  runs,  while  the  defense  had  seven  interceptions. 

The  Mules’  short-lived  winning  streak  came  to  an  end  thanks  to  more 
turnovers.  The  offense  had  three  drives  stalled  in  scoring  position  as  a 
result  of  three  turnovers,  in  a 20-3  loss  to  Western  Maryland. 

The  following  Saturday,  seniors  Marcus  Spatidol  and  Jeff  Finley  helped 
the  Mules  emerge  victorious  over  winless  Dickinson  by  a score  of  12-7.  Spatidol  dashed  for  84  yards  while  Finley 
sprinted  for  a 30  yard  touchdown  run. 

This  year,  Johns  Hopkins  avenged  the  previous  year's  28  point  comeback  victory  by  the  Mules,  at  Baltimore.  The 
Mules’  only  highlight  of  the  game  was  a school  record  52  yard  field  goal  by  Victor  Lea. 

The  Mules  chalked  up  another  win  in  their  final  game  of  the  season  by  defeating  Moravian  10-9,  as  Chris  Horton 
recorded  seven  solo  tackles,  two  interceptions,  and  a fumble  recovery.  The  Muhlenberg  1981  football  squad  thus 
ended  a disappointing  season  with  a 3-6  record.

In  conclusion,  the  Mules  overall  record  was  7-5-5, 
but  they  played  very  tough  soccer  and  were,  there- 
fore, ranked  among  the  top  ten  teams  in  the  tri- 
state area  at  various  points  throughout  the  season.

BASKETBALL 


The  1981-82  season  brought  the  Mules  new  blood  in  the  form  of  new  head  coach  Steve  Moore  and  assistant 
coach  Brian  Hagler,  and  hopes  for  a successful  turnaround  of  a disappointing  past  season. 

The  young  Mules,  with  only  two  seniors,  got  off  to  a slow  start.  They  opened  the  season  at  Lycoming  and  faced 
some  tough  competition  in  the  Crusader  Classic  Tournament.  After  losing  to  Lycoming  58-50,  they  fought  off  a 
persistent  York  team  before  dropping  the  decision  71-70  in  overtime.  However,  Ken  Chawtek  contributed  a career 
high  of  35  points  in  the  losing  effort. 

The  Mules  turned  things  around  by  defeating  a stubborn  Albright  team,  43-41. 

As  the  season  progressed,  the  Mules  continued  to  show  signs  of  a team  in  the  rebuilding  stage.  They  had  difficulty 
playing  consistently,  as  their  record  fell  to  1-7  before  topping  Allentown  College,  73-54.  Again,  Chwatek,  the  Mules’ 
6’6”  center,  provided  the  scoring  punch  by  netting  27  points  in  the  victory.  The  Mules  experienced  more 
frustration  by  dropping  four  straight  before  upsetting  Gettysburg,  65-62,  led  by  Chris  Kahn’s  strong  14  point  effort. 

Soon  the  Mules  seemed  to  have  their  problems  solved  and  began  playing  very  well.  After  suffering  some  close 
losses  to  Allentown  College  57-54,  and  Moravian  53-50,  the  Mules  trounced  Western  Maryland  74-54  and  miracu- 
lously stunned  a strong  F&M  team  in  Lancaster  with  a 63-60  overtime  win. 

The  most  “interesting"  contest  of  the  Mules’  campaign  took  place  in  their  game  against  Dickinson.  As  a stubborn 
Red  Devil  team  refused  to  pull  out  of  a zone  defense,  coach  Moore  displayed  his  patience  by  instituting  a game-long 
stall.  However,  his  tactic  backfired  as  Dickinson  outlasted  the  Mules,  15-6. 

The  remainder  of  the  season  saw  the  Mules  drop  4 of  6 decisions,  but  they  continued  to  improve  by  playing  an 
aggressive  style  of  basketball.  Led  by  senior  point  guard  Rich  Siegel,  forwards  Dirk  Oceanak  and  Curt  Jack,  the 
Mules  provided  continual  excitement  for  their  fans. 

The  young  Mule  squad  will  have  a large  number  of  returning  veterans  on  next  year’s  roster.  Together  with  the 
experience  they  gained  this  year  and  with  the  fine  leadership  of  Head  Coach  Moore,  the  Mules  can  certainly  look 
forward  to  improved  performances  from  the  players,  as  even  greater  competitive  spirit,  and  hopefully  more 
victories  in  their  1982-83  season.

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WOMEN’S  BASKETBALL 


The  1981-82  Muhlenberg  Women’s  Basketball  Team  enjoyed  a successful  pre-Christmas  season,  posting  a 4-1 
record.  However,  the  season  turned  out  to  be  a disappointing  one  as  the  girls  lost  7 of  their  last  8 games,  dropping 
their  final  record  to  5-8. 

The  first  three  games  of  the  season  against  NCACC,  Fairleigh  Dickinson,  and  Lebanon  Valley  were  easy  wins  for  the 
Mules  as  they  defeated  them  by  comfortable  margins.  Allentown  College,  however,  proved  to  be  a tougher  competitor 
as  the  game  went  into  overtime  with  Muhlenberg  finally  losing  77-66.

WRESTLING 


With  all  our  injuries,  there  was  no  way  we  could  have 
had  a successful  dual  match  season.”  With  those  words 
Head  Wrestling  Coach  Mike  Spirk  summed  up,  what  was 
to  many,  a disappointing  wrestling  season.  The  dual  meet 
record  ended  up  6-9  but  the  Mules  were  5-4  until  the 
injury  jinx  destroyed  them. 

Several  underclassmen  proved  themselves  outstanding 
and  gave  indications  that  they  are  ready  to  emerge  next 
year.  Sophomore  134-pounder  Fred  Stoyer  posted  a 15- 
8 record  that  would  have  been  much  better  if  a knee 
injury  had  not  felled  him.  Frosh  118-pounder  Sam  Giha 
also  finished  at  15-8  while  sophomore  Andy  Strober,  who 
wrestled  while  injured  all  season,  showed  marked  im- 
provement, while  turning  in  a 10-10-1  record  with  3 pins. 
Junior  Steve  Carnevale  and  freshman  Mike  Hyde  also 
showed  signs  that  they  will  make  next  year  a year  to 
remember. 

It  was  the  last  hurrah  for  senior  co-captains  Larry  Van 
Wess  and  George  Christ  who  made  their  last  year  memo- 
rable. Van  Wess  recorded  8 victories  while  also  flattening 
2 opponents.  Christ,  wrestling  at  167,  shattered  virtually 
every  Muhlenberg  record  ever  established  while  wrapping 
up  the  most  successful  season  ever  by  a Mule  grappler. 
He  posted  a 22-7  record,  with  a 
team  high  of  5 pins. 

Christ  also  established  career 
marks  of  54  victories  and  174  team 
points.  To  top  it  all  off,  Christ  placed 
third  in  the  MAC,  therefore  captur- 
ing a wild  card  berth  to  compete  in 
the  Division  III  NCAA  Championships 
at  Cortland  state  College,  the  first 
NCAA  participant  in  Muhlenberg 
wrestling  history.

The  1982  Muhlenberg  Golf  Team  had  high 
hopes  for  a successful  season  with  the  loss  of 
only  one  senior  last  year.  However,  the  team 
suffered  two  early  season,  heartbreaking  set- 
backs with  losses  to  Swarthmore  and  Franklin 
and  Marshall;  this  also  started  a losing  streak 
which  the  Mules  were  unable  to  halt.

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SOFTBALL 

1982  was  a year  of  firsts  for  Muhlenberg’s  Women’s 
Softball  Team.  The  team  finished  with  its  first  winning 
record,  8-6,  and  won  the  Southern  Division  of  the  MAC 
Conference  by  beating  Franklin  and  Marshall,  4-2.  The 
team  nearly  won  it  all,  but  lost  to  the  top-ranked  Wilkes 
team,  12-11,  in  the  Conference  finals. 

The  team  was  directed  by  the  dedicated  work  of  Coach 
Helen  Richardson.  Co-captains  Michele  Arnone  and  Lori 
D’Alessio  also  provided  the  framework  under  which  a 
talented  group  of  players  participated.  Anne  Petrou  led 
the  team  in  batting  (.500),  and  MAC  All-Stars  Dianne 
Reppa  and  Becky  Zuurbier  contributed  by  hitting  .489 
and  .472,  respectively.  As  a team,  the  Mules  pounded  the 
ball  with  the  overall  average  standing  at  .342. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the  team’s  success  was  its 
steady  defense.  A tight  infield  was  anchored  by  D’Alessio 
at  shortstop,  the  strong-armed  Arnone  as  catcher,  hot- 
fielding  Alison  Deitz  played  at  third,  Petrou  and  Gina  Didio 
held  down  second,  and  Reppa  at  first.  Roaming  the  out- 
field was  Zuurbier,  Heidi  Herrmann,  Jenny  Symonds,  and 
Jan  Kotuby.  The  pitching  was  steady  and  consistent  due 
to  the  efforts  of  Kris  Staudinger  (5-2)  and  Linda  Gardner 
(3-4).  Overall,  each  of  the  nineteen  players  contributed  to 
the  record-breaking  '82  team. 

Next  year’s  season  should  prove  to  be  an  even  greater 
success,  due  to  the  number  of  talented,  returning  veter- 
ans.

The  Men’s  Tennis  Team  enjoyed  an  impressive  9-3  sea- 
son this  year.  The  team  finished  in  a three-way  tie  with 
Franklin  and  Marshall  and  Western  Maryland,  and  cap- 
tured first  place  in  the  Southwestern  Division  of  the  Mid- 
Atlantic  Conference  with  a 5-1  conference  record. 

The  1982  season  was  highlighted  by  a come-from-be- 
hind  victory  over  F&M.  The  Mules,  down  4-2  at  the  con- 
clusion of  singles  action,  miraculously  pulled  off  a sweep 
in  the  doubles  play  for  a 5-4  win.

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TRACK  AND  FIELD 

The  1982  Muhlenberg  Track  Team  began  practice  in  late  February  with  high  hopes  for  a successful  season. 
However,  these  hopes  were  not  to  be  realized  as  Coach  Bill  Flamish’s  Mules  faced  much  adversity  and  finished  with  a 
2-7  record.  The  team  placed  11th  in  the  Mid-Atlantic  Conference  championship  meet.  Some  of  the  problems 
encountered  by  the  tracksters  included  poor  weather  conditions,  many  personal  injuries,  and  the  loss  of  their  home 
track  due  to  the  construction  of  the  Muhlenberg  Life  Sports  Center. 

This  year,  the  team  was  led  by  senior  tri-captains  Pete  Haugh,  Jim  McCormick,  and  Mark  Springer.  Haugh  placed 
6th  in  the  MAC’S  in  the  110  meter  high  hurdles  and  was  a member  of  the  school-record  setting  400  meter  relay  team. 
McCormick  was  a standout  in  the  1500,  5000,  and  10,000  meter  runs.  He  placed  5th  in  the  Lehigh  Invitational  in  the 
10,000  in  33:34,  and  was  also  voted  Players’  Player  by  his  teammates  at  the  conclusion  of  the  season.  Springer  was  a 
top  performer  in  the  javelin  and  placed  8th  in  the  MAC’S.  Other  outstanding  performances  included  Brad  Erlenbach’s 
win  of  the  MAC  discus  championship  by  throwing  138’11”,  and  his  joint  effort  with  sophomore  Mason  Avrigian  to 
make  the  discus  a perennially  strong  event  for  the  Mules;  and  Hillel  Katzeff’s  record  setting  200  meter  run  of  23.4  at 
the  MAC’S.  Bob  Goodliffe  set  a school  record  of  52.09  in  the  400  meter  intermediate  hurdles  and  the  400  meter  relay 
team  of  Tony  Yurko,  Goodliffe,  Haugh,  and  Katzeff  ran  a school  record  44.61  at  the  conference  meet.

The  Muhlenberg  College  Dance  Club 
is  an  extracurricular  activity  formed  for 
the  purpose  of  affording  male  and  fe- 
male students  an  opportunity  to  learn 
principles  of  movement,  to  express 
their  individual  talents  and  choreogra- 
phy, and  to  become  closely  involved 
with  a group  in  creating  an  annual 
dance  concert. 

This  year’s  concert,  “Dance  ’82”, 
was  a tremendous  success.  The  fall  se- 
mester was  spent  learning  different 
techniques  through  weekly  classes 
taught  by  the  club  officers,  and  guest 
instructors  from  the  community. 
Spring  semester  yielded  many  hours  of 
dancing,  hard  work,  and  enjoyment,  in 
preparation  for  the  April  performance 
of  “Dance  ’82.’’ 

Prior  dance  training  is  not  a prereq- 
uisite for  membership;  therefore, 
some  of  the  sixty-five  students  were 
involved  in  their  first  dance  experience 
and  their  first  opportunity  to  perform 
on  stage.  Each  of  the  participants 
made  a significant  contribution  to  the 
club,  thereby  creating  a successful 
concert  and  an  overall  beneficial  exper- 
ience. Some  students  contributed  their 
dance  knowledge  and  choreography. 
Other  students  contributed  in  areas 
such  as  organization,  sewing,  lighting, 
carpentry,  and  technical  abilities. 

All  of  the  members  learned  dance  as 
a medium  of  self-expression  and  ener- 
gy which  they  transmitted  to  their  au- 
dience and  the  college  community. 
Lord  Byron  expressed  the  sentiments 
of  the  club  when  he  stated:  “On  with 
the  Dance,  Let  joy  be  unconfined.”

Greek  Week  1982  at  Muhlenberg  proved  to  be  both  excit- 
ing and  eventful.

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THE  REVOLUTION 


A crowd  estimated  at  greater  than  350  students,  faculty,  and  administrators  jammed  into  the  East  Hall 
Quad  on  Friday,  February  26,  1982,  to  hear  a cry  for  attention  from  a group  of  frustrated  students. 

Calling  themselves  the  Roundtable,  the  students  organized  the  rally  to  raise  the  consciousness  of  the 
student  body  and  the  Aministration  to  their  dissatisfaction  with  many  aspects  of  the  College  governance 
structure  and  recent  administration  decisions.  Complete  coverage  in  the  local  press  brought  considerable 
attention  to  the  questions  raised  by  the  students,  who  afterwards  gathered  for  a series  of  breakfast  meetings 
with  President  Morey  and  his  staff. 

After  distributing  the  Manifesto  to  most  members  of  the  college  community,  the  group  chose  a few  of  its 
core  leaders  to  speak  at  the  demonstration.  Ettinger,  classes,  and  the  dorms  buzzed  for  a few  days  in 
anticipation  of  the  outburst,  which  brought  to  mind  memories  of  the  1980  Happy  Hour  Rally,  which  dealt  with 
many  of  the  same  issues. 

Bill  O’Shaughnessy  was  the  first  speaker  to  address  the  cheering  crowd  from  the  third  floor  F-Hall  balcony, 
beginning  his  remarks  just  as  the  Beach  Boys’  “Student  Demonstration  Time’’  faded  out  on  a blaring  stereo. 
He  was  followed  by  Steve  Lally,  Harry  Yeide,  Sharon  Hartline,  Chris  Modlin,  Laura  Wheeler,  and  Sue  Michael, 
each  of  whom  raised  a series  of  problems,  including  women's  lacrosse,  administration  "deaf  ears,”  censor- 
ship, and  a lack  of  effective  and  meaningful  participation  in  the  governance  of  the  College.  The  group’s  plan  to 
poke  fun  at  the  administration  was  foiled  when  the  projector  set  up  to  screen  a Bugs  Bunny  cartoon  (in  lieu  of 

the  prohibited  “Deep  Throat”)  froze  in  the  chill  evening  air. 

The  student  leaders  were  generally  pleased  with  the  outcome 
of  the  rally.  The  student  body  became  more  aware  of  the  prob-  . 
lems  it  faced.  The  Administration  took  positive  steps  to  correct 
some  of  its  inadequate  past  responses,  and  to  ensure  that  these 
inadequacies  would  not  be  repeated.  The  faculty,  in  an  historic 
move  late  in  the  semester,  saw  fit  to  give  students  the  right  to 
vote  on  their  committees,  a significant  step  toward  more  mean- 
ingful inclusion  in  the  college  governance  system.  All  members  of 
the  Muhlenberg  College  community  benefited  from  the  exper- 
ience.

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PEACE  IN  THE  MIDDLE 

EAST 

During  November,  Free  University  and  the  International  Affairs  Club  offered  Muhlenberg  College  an  opportunity 
to  learn  about  and  ponder  one  of  the  world’s  most  pressing  problems  in  the  series  “Peace  in  the  Middle  East.” 
Professor  Phil  Akre,  an  expert  on  middle  eastern  politics,  led  off  the  series  with  a discussion  of  the  roots  of  the 
ongoing  struggle  in  the  Middle  East,  explaining  why  both  the  indigent  Arabs  and  Jewish  settlers  feel  they  have 
legitimate  Nationalist  claims  to  the  same  land.  On  November  1 1 , Mr.  Hassan  Rahman,  the  second-ranking  diplomat 
at  the  Mission  of  the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization  to  the  United  Nations,  described  the  Palestinians’  feelings  to 
a full  house  in  the  CA  theater.  Despite  fears  of  disruption,  the  Muhlenberg  community  handled  its  frequently 
passionate  feelings  admirably.  Mr.  Nimrod  Barkan,  vice-consul  at  Israel’s  consulate  in  Philadelphia,  finished  the 
series,  describing  Israeli  views  on  peace  and  responding  to  some  of  the  PLO  claims. 

The  series  was  quite  valuable.  Those  attending  were  able  to  view  the  Middle  East  conflict  through  eyes  other  than 
those  of  the  American  media.  This  proved  to  be  enlightening  as  both  the  Palestinian  and  Israeli  views  were  heard 
without  the  objectionable  aspects  of  either  being  free  from  probing  questions,  nor  the  appealing  positions  of  either 
remaining  unheard.

Festival  '82  was  a smashing  success  this  year  with  the 
very  talented  Ella  Fitzgerald  performing  before  an  adoring 
audience  in  our  own  Memorial  Hall.  Ms.  Fitzgerald,  cele- 
brated jazz  vocalist,  climaxed  the  show  with  her  all-time 
hit  “A-Tisket,  A-Tasket”  as  well  as  many  other  favorites.

“An  Evening  of  Opera  in  English”  was  the 
joint  production  of  MTA  and  the  Muhlenberg 
Opera  Group.  The  first  operetta  was  Riders  to 
the  Sea  by  Vaughan  Williams,  based  on  the  play 
by  John  Millington  Synge.  The  production 
boasted  the  talents  of  Mertine  Johns,  a mezzo- 
soprano  who  has  performed  with  symphonies 
and  in  opera  companies  throughout  the  coun- 
try. The  unusually  haunting  score  of  this  pro- 
duction also  benefited  from  the  presence  of 
1980  graduate  Patrice  Young  and  sophomore 
Linda  Tripolitis. 

Gilbert  and  Sullivan’s  early  work  Trial  by  Jury 
was  the  second  production.  The  show  was 
filled  with  the  wild  and  satiric  humor  that 
reached  its  peak  in  their  later,  more  famous 
operas.  Highly  amusing  and  entertaining  per- 
formances were  exhibited  by  Tessa  Lang  as 
Angelina,  Ed  Chaban  as  the  Defendant,  Neil

Oh,  What  a Lovely  War!  is  a musical  revue 
about  World  War  I.  The  script  was  written  from 
actual  war  records  and  transcripts  compiled  by 
Joan  Littlewood  and  the  Theater  Workshop  in 
England  during  the  sixties.  The  show  had  a 
limited  run  on  Broadway  during  the  Vietnam 
War. 

MTA’s  production  was  fast-paced  and  flashy 
in  the  irreverent  style  of  the  British  music  halls 
at  the  turn  of  the  century.  The  cast  was  cos- 
tumed in  Pierrot  outfits  which  gradually 
changed  into  uniforms  as  the  show  pro- 
gressed. Music,  comedy,  drama,  special  ef- 
fects and  slide  projections  from  the  original 
production  were  blended  together  in  this  multi- 
media  presentation. 

The  show’s  timely  anti-war  sentiments  will 
not  be  forgotten  by  those  who  were  lucky 
enough  to  see  it.  The  cast  was  exceptional:  the 
particularly  unforgettable  performances  in- 
cluded Neil  Hever  as  the  master  of  ceremo- 
nies, Steve  Lally’s  hilarious  drill  sequence, 
John  Norris  as  the  snooty  Sir  John  French,  the 
memorable  Christmas  scene  at  the  end  of  the 
first  act,  Geri  Kennedy’s  moving  rendition  of 
“Keep  the  Home  Fires  Burning’’,  and  the  music 
hall  numbers  of  Eric  Boies,  Christa  Lofgren, 
and  Dorothy  Shapland.

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Last  Gasps  began  in  February  of  1981  as  a senior 
project  for  drama  majors  Suzanne  Geiger,  Neil 
Hever,  and  Steven  Lally.  Before  the  end  of  the  se- 
mester, interviews  were  held  to  determine  the  other 
members  of  the  cast.  After  the  actors  were  picked, 
the  play  was  written.  Four-time  Obie  award  winner, 
Jeff  Weiss,  a native  of  Allentown  and  noted  off- 
Broadway  actor/author,  worked  on  the  play  from 
April  to  October.  The  cast  was  assembled  for  the 
first  read-through  in  the  beginning  of  November. 
From  that  time  until  opening  night,  February  4, 
1982,  scenes  were  added,  lines  were  dropped,  and 
songs  were  choreographed. 

Last  Gasps  dealt  with  many  controversial  issues 
— drug  abuse,  homosexuality,  cult  religions,  mind 
control,  and  others.  However,  the  play's  two  major 
themes  transcended  any  material  that  might  have 
been  considered  vulgar.  The  influences  of  the  media 
on  our  lives  and  its  effects  on  our  sense  of  reality 
were  dealt  with  in  the  structure  of  the  play.  More 
central  was  the  theme  of  selfishness  versus  concern 
for  others,  a conflict  that  was  reflected  in  the  fate  of 
each  of  the  characters. 

The  production  was  sponsored  by  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation  — the  only  other  educational  institution 
which  can  claim  this  honor  is  the  Yale  School  of 
Drama.  The  show  boasted  impressive  performances 
from  all  concerned.  Last  Gasps  was  a unique  exper- 
ience in  every  respect.

“Words,  words,  words!”  are  difficult  in  describing 
MTA’s  wonderful  production  of  Moliere’s  Tartuffe.  The 
play,  a satire  on  religious  hypocrisy,  was  first  produced  in 
1664.  The  play  created  great  controversy  in  the  society, 
and  was  banned  by  Louis  XIV.  It  was  finally  produced 
successfully  in  1669.  The  play  was  part  of  the  Baroque 
Festival  at  Muhlenberg  during  first  semester. 

The  student  actors  mastered  the  language  of  the  peri- 
od, but  the  men  ran  into  some  difficulty  when  first  re- 
hearsing in  long,  flowing  wigs.  The  costumes  and  wigs, 
designed  by  guest  artist  Pierre  DeRagon,  were  a pleasing 
and  different  addition  to  the  Muhlenberg  stage.  The  set, 
skillfully  designed  by  Curtis  Dretsch  depicted  a French 
household  of  the  16th  century. 

Jon  Norris’  convincing  portrayal  of  the  evil  Tartuffe 
had  the  audience  despising  his  deviousness.  Monsieur 
Orgon  (Dr.  Richard  Kimball)  was  the  main  victim  of  Tar- 
tuffe’s  religious  hypocrisy,  and  his  stupidity  drew  sympa- 
thy for  his  family  from  the  audience.  Finally,  Orgon’s  wife 
(Elmire,  played  by  Cynthia  Cromer),  convinces  Orgon  of 
his  blindness  through  a devious  game  of  her  own.  The 
turmoil  within  the  family  is  resolved,  Tartuffe  is  arrested, 
and  the  play  ends  happily. 

The  audiences  probably  will  best  remember  Flipote’s 
(Derval  Whelan)  eating  antics.  However,  all  of  the  actors 
played  their  roles  well,  and  all  will  be  remembered  and 
praised.

YES!  THOSE  WERE 
THE  DAYS 

Sheltered  by  the  confines  of  a small,  protected,  college  campus,  we  are  seldom  fully  aware  of  the  issues  and 
dilemmas  of  the  world  around  us.  Instead,  we  concern  ourselves  with  the  minor  triumphs  and  traumas  that  touch 
us  more  personally  in  our  immediate  environment  — our  Muhlenberg  Community.  Although  our  problems  ap- 
peared insurmountable  at  the  time,  they  become  quite  trivial  when  contrasted  with  those  of  the  outside  world. 
However,  the  events  of  our  college  years  retain  their  significance  because  it  is  these  experiences  that  have  shaped 
us,  influenced  us,  and  helped  us  to  grow  into  aware,  responsible  adults  capable  of  facing  and  dealing  with  the 
universal  and  individual  victories  and  tragedies  inevitable  in  our  future. 

On  a global  scale,  the  world  witnessed  some  joyous  events  this  year,  unfortunately,  but  customarily,  outweighed 
by  tragedy,  crisis,  and  death.  In  September  of  ’81  some  of  us  joined  the  500,000  who  gathered  to  celebrate  the 
reunion  of  Simon  & Garfunkel  in  Central  Park;  approximately  nine  months  later,  Central  Park  would  once  again 
accomodate  a capacity  crowd  who,  this  time,  assembled  to  protest  the  potential  disaster  of  the  arms  race  and 
nuclear  war.  We  too  gathered  together  at  Muhlenberg  — first  in  the  fall  at  the  Center  for  the  Arts  to  enjoy  a 
memorable  performance  by  Alexander  Gudonov,  and  later  in  the  year,  in  Memorial  Hall,  for  a delightful,  musical 
performance  by  Ella  Fitzgerald. 

Tragedy  struck  the  world  in  1981  as  Egyptian  President  Anwar  Sadat  was  brutally  assassinated.  News  soon 
circulated  around  campus  of  the  untimely  deaths  of  celebrities  Jack  Albertson,  William  Holden,  Natalie  Wood,  and 
especially  John  Belushi,  a cinematic  favorite  of  our  generation.  Just  as  we  had  witnessed  the  departure  of  these 
celebrities  from  the  world,  our  campus  community  would  soon  witness  the  departure  of  Guldner,  Harris,  Hattersly, 
Kehler,  and  Weintraub  from  Muhlenberg  College. 

In  the  world  of  sports,  excitement  mounted  as  both  the  Giants  and  the  Jets  made  it  to  the  playoffs,  the 
underrated  San  Francisco  49ers  surprised  football  fans  by  gaining  the  Super  Bowl  title,  and  the  New  York  Islanders 
coasted  to  an  easy  victory  over  Vancouver,  capturing  the  Stanley  Cup  for  the  third  consecutive  year.  Sports  news 
also  captured  headlines  at  Muhlenberg  as  we  were  introduced  to  new  coaches  in  four  major  fall  sports  (football, 
soccer,  volleyball,  and  basketball),  and  as  we  enviously  witnessed  the  construction  of  the  Life  Sports  Center  — an 
expansive,  recreational  facility  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  summer  of  '82,  thus  depriving  the  Class  of  1982  of 
its  use. 

“War”  broke  out  in  the  world  and  on  our  campus  in  various  forms  and  intensities.  The  Solidarity  Movement 
initiated  by  the  Poles  eventually  led  to  the  declaration  of  Martial  Law  in  Poland;  sometime  later,  a full  scale  war 
erupted  between  Great  Britain  and  Argentina  over  the  Falkland  Islands.  Ironically,  war  between  the  two  nations  was 
declared  on  the  second  weekend  performance  of  “Oh,  What  A Lovely  War,”  (a  British  anti-war  show  originally 
written  about  World  War  I)  by  the  Muhlenberg  Theatre  Association.  At  Muhlenberg,  the  Weekly  served  as  a sounding 
board  for  the  sometimes  humorous,  but  unyielding  combat  between  the  Immoral  Majority  and  the  Moral  Minority, 
as  well  as  the  bitter  battles  of  the  infamous  “Ciarla  Wars.”  On  a more  serious  note,  political  strife  arose  on  our 
campus  as  political  opinions  clashed  over  a three  part  lecture  series  which  included  a speech  by  a member  of  the 
PLO.  Dissension  also  broke  out  between  the  students  and  the  administration  and  a rally  was  held  voicing  student 
concerns  and  complaints,  and  protesting  administrative  repression. 

The  1981-82  school  year  saw  a number  of  Abscam  trials,  the  ultimate  result  of  undercover  government 
operations,  draw  to  a close  with  the  humiliating  convictions  of  various  members  of  our  Senate.  Muhlenberg  also 
had  its  share  of  “undercover  operations”  starting  with  the  appearance  of  Muhlenberg's  first  underground  newspa- 
per. Four  issues  were  secretly  disseminated  throughout  the  campus  before  the  editors,  or  rather  the  culprits,  were 
apprehended  and  production  was  halted  by  the  administration.  The  detective  work  of  Muhlenberg  security  led  to 
the  capture  and  arrest  of  James  R.  Shinn,  a library  thief  long-sought  by  the  FBI,  and  news  of  the  marriage  of 
Hamilton  Jordan  to  be  held  in  our  own  Muhlenberg  Chapel  leaked  out  despite  attempts  to  avoid  publicity. 

This  year  new  heights  were  reached  both  with  the  launching  of  the  space  shuttle,  and  the  launching  and 
successful  ascent  of  the  Senior  Class  Pledge  Drive  which  shattered  all  Muhlenberg  records  and  far  surpassed  its 
goals. 

A heavy  snowstorm  in  April  caught  everyone  by  surprise,  and  the  fulfillment  of  a promise  of  rain,  a common, 
although  unwelcome,  occurence  in  the  Lehigh  Valley  (affectionately  referred  to  as  the  “Leaky  Valley”)  dampened 
graduation  day  festivities. 

As  graduation  day  approached  and  the  seniors’  concern  for  their  futures  heightened,  forecasters  continued  to 
predict  a worsening  recession  and  statistics  posted  the  highest  post-war  unemployment  rate,  dampening  the 
hopes  and  aspirations  of  the  smartest  class  to  ever  graduate  from  Muhlenberg  College. 

Now  that  our  college  years  have  ended,  we  must  leave  behind  the  security  of  our  own  little  world  called 
Muhlenberg.  It  is  now  world  events  which  will  have  a greater  impact  on  both  our  personal  and  professional  lives.  Our 
concerns  will  now  be  geared  more  towards  war,  recession,  and  unemployment,  rather  than  competition  for  grades, 
partying,  and  a repressive  administration.  Funny  how  appealing  life  at  Muhlenberg  now  seems  to  be.

In  my  original  plans  for  this  “endnote”  I had  intended  to  make  you  aware  of  the  long  hours  and  tremendous 
efforts  which  were  devoted  to  this  publication.  However,  I realized  that  by  the  time  you  read  this  letter  you  will 
probably  have  at  least  glanced  through  the  1982  Ciarla  and,  hopefully,  do  not  need  to  be  told  of  the  trials  and 
tribulations  of  our  endeavor.  My  second  intention  was  to  bestow  some  type  of  meaning  upon  this  book  — what  it  is 
supposed  to  portray,  or  perhaps  what  it  means  to  me.  However,  I decided  that  this  too  was  useless  because  the 
book  will  hold  a unique  and  personal  meaning  for  each  individual  who  encounters  it.  Therefore,  as  a last  resort,  I 
would  like  to  share  with  you  the  mixed  emotions  — the  frustration,  joy,  relief,  gratitude,  and  pride  — that  I 
experienced  with  the  completion  of  the  1982  Ciarla. 

As  co-editor  of  this  book  I found  this  year  to  be  a difficult  one,  yet  an  extremely  productive  one.  The  difficulty 
arose  mainly  in  dealing  with  the  frustration  that  emerges  with  the  realization  that  no  matter  how  hard  you  try  to 
cover  everyone  and  everything,  there  will  always  be  someone  who  feels  slighted  or  something  that  was  neglected; 
the  frustration  associated  with  knowing  that  with  greater  knowledge  and  talent,  more  experience,  and,  most 
importantly,  additional  time,  an  idea,  layout,  or  literary  piece  could  always  be  improved;  and  the  frustration  that 
comes  from  recognizing  that  regardless  of  how  hard  we  have  tried  to  reduce  or  compensate  for  staff  error,  there  is 
always  the  ultimate  possibility  of  plant  error.  However,  I am  satisfied  with  knowing  that  given  the  time  and  energy 
devoted  to  this  book,  we  have  done  our  very  best  and  this  is  the  reason  for  my  joy  and  pride.  Of  course,  the 
greatest  satisfaction  will  come  with  your  appreciation  and  approval  of  the  '82  Ciarla. 

I also  mentioned  relief  — an  emotion  I do  not  believe  requires  any  explanation  whatsoever  especially  to  those 
who  have  ever  been  involved  in  such  an  activity,  or  to  those  who  know  me  personally. 

Much  of  the  gratitude  has  already  been  expressed  in  our  acknowledgements.  However,  I would  like  to  personally 
thank  and  congratulate  the  1982  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support.  In  September,  they  faced  two  somewhat 
inexperienced,  confused  editors,  and  the  difficult  task  of  helping  us  to  produce  the  '82  yearbook,  a task  which  was 
made  even  more  difficult  by  the  fiasco  associated  with  the  1981  book.  Together  we  aided  in  the  completion  of  the 
1981  book  and  the  production  of  the  1982  Ciarla.  I believe  the  1982  staff  has  a great  deal  to  feel  proud  of  and  I 
thank  those  who  had  the  confidence  and  dedication  to  stick  it  out  with  us. 

Lastly,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  our  Muhlenberg  community,  especially  the  Class  of  1982,  because  it  is 
your  faces,  your  activities,  and  your  achievements  which  make  up  the  contents  of  the  1982  Ciarla.  Most  important- 
ly, I congratulate  the  Class  of  1982  — a class  that,  both  individually  and  as  a group,  has  a great  deal  to  be  proud  of, 
and  a class  of  which  I feel  privileged  to  be  a member.  We  hope  you  will  feel  that  the  1982  Ciarla  is  worthy  of  being 
added  to  that  long  list  of  ’82  accomplishments.
